PERSONAL AND GENERAL. 


JAY GOvuLpD has been defeated by 
Garrett in his attempt to get control of the 
Ohio & Mississippi Railroad. 

THE Department of State is informed 
that the expected deficit of the wheat crop 
of France will be 58,000,000 bushels, which 
must be supplied mainly from the United 
States, the crop of the neighboring coun- 
tries being far from what was anticipated. 
The wheat.crop of Algeria is in a deplorable 
condition.

CABLEGRAMS from various parts of 
the United Kingdom announce a terrific 
storm onthe 14th.

ty lives were lost. Five persons were killed 
by the falling of « roof at Stockton-on-Tees. 
Twenty fishermen were drowned at Dunbar 
and three pilots in the Tyne. Forty-five 
fishermen were drowned at Barnmouth and 
Evyermouth, Scotland, and houses were un- 
roofed and buildings blown down. 

At Ukiah, Cal., on the 15th, Harvey 
Marlie, 19 years old, was hanged for the 
murder of Richard McPherson. At Silver 
City, Idaho, on the same day, Henry Mce- 
Donald was hanged for the murder of George 
Maver. 

Grn. JOHN C. FREMONT has resigned 
as Governor of Arizona. 

HuGH Carson, a noted steamboat 
mate and old-time desperado, was shot and 
killed at Vicksburg, Miss., by Capt. J. H. 
Robertson, ex-Sheriff of Sunflower County. 

AN obnoxious saloon at Palestine, 
Hancock County, Ind., was blown up either 
with gunpowder or dynamite. A number of 
citizens were badly shaken up, but no seri- 
ous injuries resulted. 

A DESPERADO named Myers, arrested 
in St. Louis, has been identified by Mrs. 
Fairbanks as one of the three villains who 
recently robbed their house in Du Page 
County, Iil., of some $2,000 in bonds and 
cash, after subjecting Mr. Fairbanks and the 
other members of the household to the most 
terrible indignities in order to compel them 
to tell where their valuables were secreted. 
Mr. Fairbanks is still conflned to his bed 
from the result of his injuries, and Mrs. 
Fairbanks came down to St. Louis to identi- 
fy the rascal. At the sight of him she ex- 
claimed—“‘That’s the man!’? and fainted 
dead away. 

THE steamship Crescent City capsized 
while in dry dock at New York and was 
badly damaged. John Ilart, fireman of the 
steamer, was killed and his body fell in the 
river and sunk. Wm. Butler was injured 
internally and sent to the hospital. 

GREAT damage and logs of life occur- 
red throughout North Germany from the late 
gale. The river Elbe rose twelve feet above 
the normal Jevel and is covered with wreck- 
age. Several vessels were stranded at Altona. 
The loss of petroleum was enormous. Five 
German vessels were wrecked at Bremen 
and some seamen drowned. 

Bi_t Ryan, the convicted Glendale 
(Mo.) train robber, has been sentenced to 
twenty-five years in the State Penitentiary. 
THE business porticn of Humboldt, 
Tenn., has been destroyed by fire. Loss 
about $175,000, on which the insurance will 
not exceed $16,000.

Comer received two stabs 
through the heart, causing instant death.

Upon motion of Mr. Edmunds, a vote of 
thanks was accorded Mr. Bayard, the retiring 
President pro tem, On motion of Mr. Logan, 
a committee consisting of Messrs. Bayard and 
Logan was appointed by the Chair to wait on 
the President and announce to him the elec- 
tion of Mr. Davis as President pro tem. Ad- 
journed.

IN the Senate, on the 14th, Mr. Lamar’s

tebello had been proper and in accordance 
with the law, were adopted. Mr. Sherman 
offered arcsolution calling for the report of 
the recent Treasury investigation. Mr. Sher- 
man stated he had been led to offer the reso- 
lution by a paragraph inthe New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser of the lith, which intimated 
the report had been kept secret through 
his (Sherman’s) influence. The writer of the 
paragraph was very much mistaken in sup- 
posing he had tried to prevent the publica- 
tion of any report or any information of any 
kind in regard to the transactions of the 
Treasury Department. On the contrary, he 
had always been anxious to promote investi- 
gation and expose all improper con- 
duct in that department. The resolution 
was laid over for one day under the rules, 
The Senate then went into executive session. 
When the doors reopened the privileges of the 
floor were extended tothe national guests and 
the Sergeant-at-Arms was directed to make 
suitable preparation for their reception. At 
3:15 the distinguished French and German 
visitors entered the chamber and stood in the 
rear of the Senators’ desks. Mr. Bayard, on 
behalf of the Senate, welcomed them in an 
appropriate manner, after which a recess was 
taken for the interchange of courtesies. After 
an executive session the Senate adjourned. 

SENATE proceedings onthe 15th were de- 
void of interest.

LATE NEWS ITEMS. 


At Yorktown on the 18th; the Cen- 
tennial ceremonies began with an imposing 
procession of Masons and persons of distince 
tion, including President Arthur, who was 
loudiy cheered on the march to the grand 
stand, Cabinet officers, Congressmen, Na- 
tional Guards, and Army and Navy officers, 
who were attended also by the troops of 
all arms. When all had taken the 
places assigned them- the  cercmo- 
nies were opened with prayer . by 
Rev. Robert Nelson, grandson of Governor 
Nelson, who commanded the Virginia mil- 
itia at Yorktown. He thanked God for the 
100 vears of blessings vouchsafed this coun- 
try, for Washington, for our allies, and for 
our victory, and prayed that the people of 
this land might not pride themselves 
too much upon their own achieve- 
ments and prosperity, but that they 
might thank and trust the Lord. 
At the conclusion of the prayer the band 
played the Star Spangled Banner, with ar- 
tillery accompaniment. Governor Holliday, 
of Virginia, then delivered the address of 
welcome. His allusions to the unity of 
sentiment, purpose and destiny of all 
sections of our common country were 
greeted with enthusiastic applause. 
United States Senator J. W. Johnston, of 
Virginia, Chairman of the Congressional 
Commission, then made a few appropriate 
remarks, in which he sketched the history 
of the surrender, read from the original 
documents ‘an account of the action of 
Congress at the time, and exhibit- 
ed the sword voted to the messenger 
who bore the news of the surrender. 
Workmen, under the direction of the Grand 
Master of Virginia, then laid the corner- 
stone, according to the ancient and honora- 
ble rite. Judge B. R. Wellford, of Virginia, 
the Masonic orator, made an eloquent ad- 
dress, at the conclusion of which the cer- 
emonies ended. The pyrotechnic display at 
night was magovificent. Atl the war ships 
were brilliantly illuminated, presenting a 
beautiful sight.

GUITEAUS STORY. 


The New York Herald of a recent date 
contains a lengthy statement, or confession, 
made by the assassin Guiteau to the 
stenographer of District Attorney Corkhill. 

The assassin beging with a brief chapter, 
which he calls “ Introduction, ” in which he 
seek: toexplain his crime. “I have not,” 
he says, *‘used the words ‘assassination’ or 
‘assassin’ in this work. These words grate 
on the mind and produce a bad feeling. I 
think of Gen, Garfield’s condition as a re- 
moval and not a3 an assassination. My idea 
simply stated was to remove as easily as 
possible Mr. James A. Garfield, a quiet and 
good-natured citizen of Ohio, who temporar- 
ily occupied the position of President of 
the United States, and substitute in his 
place Mr. Chester A. Arthur, of New 
York, a distinguished and highly estimable 
gentleman. Mr. Garfield I intended to 
quietly remove to Paradise (which is a 
great improvement on this world), while 
Mr. Arthur saved the Republic.”’ He says: 
**T addressed a letter to President Garfield 
and to Secretary Blaine some time in March, 
I should say, calling their attention to my 
services during the canvass and to my early 
suggestion to General Garfield at Mentor, 
in October and alsoin January, touching 
the Austrian Mission. I heard nothing 
about the Austrian Mission until I noticed 
in the paper that William Walter 
Phelps, of New Jersey, had been 

iven the Mission, and of course that ended 
t. Ithen sought the Paris Consulate. I 
spoke to General Logan about it, and he 
said that he would speak to General Gar- 
field and with Mr. Blaine. He told me that 
he did speak to General Garfield, and that 
General Garfield agreed to leave it with 
Mr. Blaine. Isaw Mr. Blaine about it sev- 
eral times during the dead-lock in the Sen- 
ate, and Mr. Blaine said that they had not got 
to that yet. He was very clever at that 
time. J stood well with him and with Gene 
ral Garficld, andI had every reason to ex- 
pect that they intended, as soon as they got 
to it, to give it to me. Mr. Walker, the 

resent Consul, was from New York, and 

ad been appointed by Mr. Hayes two years 
ago upon the recommendation of ex-Secres 
tary Evarts, and I did not feel that Mr. 
Walker had any claim upon General Gar- 
field for the office, as the men who did the 
business during the canvass ought to be re- 
membered. AndI have an impression de- 
cidedly that at this time General Garfield 
and Mr. Blaine felt as 1 did. Well, 
I called at the White House _ to 
see General Gartield about it (after 
General Logan had spoken to him and 
he had agreed to leave the matter to 
Secretary Blaine), but I was unable 
to see the President. I only called the 
President's attention to the matter once, 
and that was within two or three days after 
Ireached Washington. I gave the Presi- 
dent my speech entitled: ‘Garfield against 
Hancock,’ which I delivered in New York 
in August, 1880. 1 marked at the bead of 
the speech these words: ‘Paris Consul- 
ship,’ which were written in pencil, and 
then drew aline down to my name, connect- 
ing the words ‘Paris Consulship’ with my 
name, 80 that the President would remem- 
ber what I wanted. This was the only time 
that I had any personal conversation with 
the President on my having the Paris Con 
sulship. He took the speech and ran_ his 
eve over it, and there were other people 
pressing around -him and I left him in the 
act of reading my speech. I went into his 
room through the Private Secretary’s room 
and there I saw Mr. Morton, Minister to 
France, and General ‘'yner and two or three 
other gentlemen of that character. They 
knew me and I was cleverly received, espec- 
ially by Mr. Morton. He asked me about 
my health, how I was getting along, etc, 
This interview with the President occurred 
about the 7th or 8th of March. 

** I may say bere that after Mr. Blaine 
was appointed Secretary of State I had not 
much expectation that I was to get the 
Austrian Mission, because I expected that 
it was to be given to one of the Blaine men; 
but I did think and I did feel that I had a 
right to press my application for the Paris 
Consulship in view of my having surren- 
dered any supposed right that I might have 
had in reference to the Austrian Mission on 
account of my having called General Gar- 
tield’s attention tothe Austrian Mission in 
October, and also in January. I abandoned 
the idea of obtaining the Austrian Mission 
assoonasIsaw that Mr. Blaine was ap- 
pointed Secretary of State, but I did feel 
that 1 had aright to press my application 
for the Paris Consulship. During the 
dead-lock in the Senate I wrote Mr. Blaine 
several notes. I galled at the State De- 
partment seve times, but he was 
generally busy, so I said what I 
had to by a brief note. I always addressed 
him as ‘Secretary Blaine’ or * Mr. Blaine.’ 
After the dead-lock broke I saw Mr. Blaine 
atthe State Department one day, and he 
said that he did not think that the President 
would remove Mr. Walker. This was the 
first intimation from either the President or 
Mr. Blaine that they did not intend to give 
me the Paris Consulship.” I was surprised 
and I said to Mr. Blaine: ‘I am going tosee 
the President and try and induce him to re- 
move Mr. Walker and give me the Paris 
Consulship.’ ‘ Well, if you can, do so,’ said 
Mr. Blaine. This is the last conversation I 
have had with him. I have not spoken to 
him on any subject since. A few days after 
I saw Mr. Blaine I called at the White 
House to get the President’s final answer in 
reference to my getting the Paris Consul- 
ship. I sent in my card and the door- 
keeper came back in a moment and said: 
‘Mr. Guiteau, the President says it will be 
impossible for him to see you to-day.’ I 
therefore sent him a little note and told him 
about the Paris Consulship. 

CONCEPTION OF THE ASSASSINATION. 

‘<I conceived the idea of removing the 
President,’’ Guiteau declares, ‘* pending 
the snswer, and as far as the Paris Consul- 
ship had any influence on my mind at all it 
would have deterred me from the act, be- 
cause Lexpected asa matter of fact that I 
would get the Paris Consulship. After I 
conceived the idea of removing the Presi- 
dent Idid not go near Mr. Blaine nor near 
the President to press m ne pS a 

* My conception of the idea of removing 
the President was this: Mr. Conkling re- 
signed on Monday, May 16, 1881. On the 
following Wednesday I was in bed. I think 
I retired about eight o’clock. I felt de- 
pressed and perplexed on account of the 
ea situation, and I retired much ear- 
ier than usual. I felt wearied in mind and 
body, and I was in my bed about nine 
o’clock and I was thinking over the political 
situation, and the idea flashed through my 
brain that if the President was out of the 
way everything would go better. At_ first 
this was a mere impression. It startled me, 
put the next morning it came tome with 
renewed force, and I began to read the 
papers with my eye on the possibility that 
the President would have to go, and the 
more I read, the more I saw the complica- 
tion of public affairs, the more was I im- 
pressed with the necessity of remov- 
ing him.

I kept reading papers and kept 
being impressed, and the idea kept bearing

PREPARING FOR THE CRIME. 
‘«Two weeks after I conceived the idea 
my mind was thoroughly settled on the in- 
tention toremove the President. I then 
prepared myself. 1 sent to Boston for a 
copy of my book, ‘The Truth,’ and 1 spent 
a week in preparing that. I cut out a para- 
graph and a line and a word here and thero, 
and added one or two new chapters, put 
some new ideas in it, and I greatly im- 
a it. Iknewthat it would probably 
ave a large sale on account of the notoriety 
that the act of removing the President 
would give me, and I wished the book to 
£0 out to the public in proper shape. That 
was one preparation for it. Another prep- 
aration was to think the matter all out in 
detail and to buy a revolver and to prepare 
myself for executing the idea.” 
PURCHASE OF THE REVOLVER, 
Guiteau bought the fevolver before the 
President went to Long Branch. ‘‘I called 
at O’Meara’s, corner of Fifteenth and F 
streets, opposite the Treasury, about two or 
three weeks before the removal. 1 stepped 
out to the showcase and said: ‘ Let me look 
at that.’ Isaw it was a large bore, and he 
ulled it out, Isaw it marked * British Bull 
Joy,? and saw thatit was an unusual re- 
volver, and he said, ‘ That will kill a horse,’ 
or something to that effect. ‘There were 
two just alike, except one had an ivory han- 
dle, for ten dollars, and the other a plain 
wooden handle for nine dollars. I got the 
best one for ten dollars. I was very timid in 
holding it. I knew nothing about weapons 
atall; Llooked at itin «un unsophisticated 
Way, suapped it, and I said: ‘That will 
make a good noise,’ and he said: ‘Oh, yes, 
that will kill a horse;’ he said: ‘I never 
want a bullet jike that in me.’ I said: ‘Per- 
haps I may get that some of these days.’ 
Three or four days afterward I stepped in 
there and selected the revolver with tho 
ivory handle, and got a box of cart- 


ridges and a little penknife, and he 
said he would give me _ the entire 


purchase for ten dollars. I did not have 
the money when I first wentin, I got it from 
a gentleman in the interim. He loaded 
the revolver, and said: ‘Put that right 
into your pocket.’ Said I: ‘Is there any 
law here against carrying a revolver?’ He 
said: ‘Yes, there is, but they don’t enforce 
it except against drunken people.? ‘Where 
can l shoot this?’ saysI. Hesays: ‘Well, 
you can go down to the foot of Seventeenth 
street and fire it off into the river.’ In the 
course of two or three days (I remember it 
was the Saturday night after L bought it) I 
went down about seven o’clock in the even- 
ing and shot it off twice—that is, I shot off 
ten cartridges. At the first shot I was 
about ten feet from a sapling three inches 
in diameter, that was stuck into the mud, 
and I pulled and struck the sapling, and it 
trembled like a leaf und it made a fearful 
hollow; 1 was terribly excited at the noise 
and power of the weapon; thought I: ‘that 
is a terrible Weapon;’ it sounded like a lit- 
tle cannon; it stariled me. I fired ten 
shots, and they went off with tremendous ef- 
fect every time; it made a terrific noise. 
One or two men came around, hearing the 
report, and on the way back I noticed cay, 
eolored woman and several other people. 
‘pid you hear that noise?? They said: 
‘Oh, yes; it made a terrible noise.’ 

‘*] went down again the Saturday morn- 
ing that 1 intended to remove the President 
When he went to Long Branch and Mrs. 
Garfield deterred me. I got up about 4:30 
that morning and I went right down to the 
sume place. I got down tere about five 
o’clock, 1t was a bright, splendid morning, 
Iremember, and I shot it off twice, using 
ten cartridges. It made a terrible noise, as 
usual. ‘hose are the only times that 1 have 
practiced with a revolver. I then took it to 
the house, wiped_it nicely and took the 
cartridges and rubbed them off, and I 
loaded it and put it into my drawer in my 
room, and it was in that condition 
when I used it on tbe President. I took 
great pains; put itin my coat and wrapped 
it up nicely, so that no moisture could get to 
the powder, in order that it would be ina 
nice condition when I wanted to use it. I 
took it out several times and carried it in my 
hip pocket; but it was not fired off after that 
until 1 used it on the President on Saturday 
morning, July 2.”’

HOW THE PRESIDENT FELL. 

*¢ There was quite a large crowd of ticket- 
purehbasers at the gentleman’s ticket office 
in the adjoining room; the depot seemed to 
be quite full of people. There was quite a 
crowd and commotion around, and the 
President was in the act of passing from the 
ladies’ room to the main entrance through 
the door. I should say he was about four 
or five feet from the door nearest the ticket 
oflice, in the act of passing through the door 
to get through the depot to the cars. He 
was about three or four fect from the door. 
I stood five or six feet behind him, right in 
the middle of the room, and as he ‘was in 
the act of walking away from me I pulled 
out the revolver and fired. He straightened 
up and threw his head back and seemed to 
be perfectly bewildered. Ile did not seem 
to know what struck him. I looked at him; 
he did not drop; I thereupon pulled again. 
He dropped his head, seemed to reel, and 
fell over. I do not know where the first 
shot hit; I-aimed at the hollow of his back; 
1 dia not aim for any particular place, but i 
knew if I got those two bullets in his back 
he would certainly go. Iwas in a diagonal 
direction from the President, to the north- 
West, and supposed both shots struck. 

THE ARREST. 

Guiteau then gives a detailed account of 
his arrest after the shooting, and adds: “I 
told him (Mr. McElfresh) in brief who I 
was and why I did it; that I had some 
papers at the news stand; that I wished him 
to get those papers and take them up to 
Byron Andrews and his co-journalists; that 
the papers would explain atl about the 
matter. I also told him that I wished to go 
to jail at once, and he came in and put the 
handcuffs on me. There were five or six 
policemen and detectives with him when he 
came into see me, and he went away and he 
came back in a few minutes and said ‘that 
they had decided to take me right to jail, 
and I said: ‘‘That is just what I want.’ 
And he and his brother officers took me 
right out into the room and down the stairs 
and into a carriage, and he and three other 
policemen got in and drove me rapidly to 
the jail. I met Mr. Russ, the deputy war- 
den. MckElfresh told him that I had shot 
the President of the United States, and he 
assigned me to cell No. 2, and I have been 
there ever since, except when I have been to 
the Warden’s room to be interviewed by a 
correspondent of the New York Herald.”’

SCIENCE AND INDUSTRY. 


—In a recent address Sir John Lub- 
bock said that the sky was studded with 
extinct stars, now cold as our own sun 
will be in seventeen million of years, 
and viewless, but once brilliant as that 
sun is now.

Red, green, blue, 
and yellow are made much more dis- 
tinct and marked under this light than 
by daylight.

1880, but it seems to have attracted little 
attention, being thought to be simply 
one of the numerous announcements 
made of late years of the discovery of 
the cause of malaria, which prove in the 
end to have no foundation. The organ- 
ism described by Prof. Laverau is a 
minute cell, in general appearance 
somewhat like a white blood corpuscle, 
and having like it amoeboid movements.

—No President of the United States,

—The new Criminal Law Courts at 
Berlin are of mmponing aspect, and cover 
a large ares of ground.

—aA Los Angeles (Cal.) bee-keeper has 
received an order from Australia for 
several coksnies of bumble bees. They 
are wanted to distribute the pollen of 
the clover-field, so as to fertilize the 
seeds. tiny 

—Rev. Jabez L. Swan, of New Lon- 
don, an evangelist well known in eastern 
Connecticut, was crazed by the news of 
the President’s death while on his way 
from a Baptist Conference, and has 
| been taken to the Providence Asylum. 

—lKichard Thayer, an inmate of the 
| poor-house at Stoughton, Mass., who 
‘recently committed suicide, was, four 
years ago, an influential minister of the 
gospel at Easton, and was estimated to 
be worth ten thousand dollars. He lost 
his money in speculation, and his mind 
became affected. 

—An old Connecticut copper coin 
made in 1788 has been found in over- 
hauling an ancient house at Middle 
Haddam. It was in a rat’s nest between 
the walls, and had evidently slipped off 
‘the old mantelpiece and fallen inside 
‘the casing. The old house was once a 
|tavern in which Gen. Lafayette stayed 
‘over night on his way to New London 
| from Hartford. 

—Two Vittsburgh youths, named 
| James Leaby and John Bender, con- 
'cluded to give their friends a practical 
‘illustration of the manner in which 
| President Garfield was assassinated by 

Guiteau. Leaby procured a revolver, 
‘and loading it with powder and heivy 
| paper wads, fired at Bender. Contrar 
to their expectations the discharge too 
effect, the wads inflicting four painful 
| wounds. 
| —Steamship passengers from Ameri- 
}ea are taken about 300 miles out of 
| their way to be landed at Liverpool, 
when, by using the splendid harbor of 
| Milford Haven, the trip to London 
| would be fourteen hours shorter. With 
an advantage so obvious as this, the 
casual inquirer is amazed that the pro- 
;ject has not long ago been put into 
operation. But the inquiry brings forth 
2 satisfactory explanation. Liverpool is 
the great distributing point for freight. 
[here is no trade about Milford Haven. 
As a ship Captain said, ‘*You can 
make a port, but you can’t make trade.” 

—The question of the future petroleum 
supply is growing more and more inter- 
esting to Pennsylvanians. Regions 
/once spouting out abundantly are now 
strewn with ruined derricks over wells 
pumped dry. New sources of supply 

have hitherto been readily doen in 

place of the drained reservoir, but now 
'the great Pennsylvania oil sponge ap- 
pears to be nearly squeezed. The 
Bradford region in McKean County, 
for instance, which pumps 60,000 bar- 
| rels daily, and is the petroleum center 
| of the State, steadily failed during the 
/'month of August at the rate of 2,500 
, barrels daily. 
—On the New York and New Eng- 
'land Railroad, near Brewster’s, there is 
/a peat bed that sucked in 600 loads of 
earth before a foundation could be had 
'for the abutments of a bridge across a 
shallow pond. For this structure piles, 
/one upon another, had been driverr 110 
feet into the peat, and the longest goes 
down 114 feet below the surface. <A 
| 3,000-pound weight has been used in 
| driving them, and the last fall of this 
|}immense hammer, a fall of twenty or 
thirty feet, would drive the piles only 
| half an inch, so great was the friction on 
| the sides of the piles. As it was, bottom 
| was not reached after all; the friction 
| on the piles sustained them. 
| 


| -—A London anti-vaccinator has met 
| with and caused sad misfortunes. One 
‘of his children was attacked by small- 
| pox. The child recovered. The moth- 
'er and two other children took it and 
died, and three more went to the hospi- 
‘tal. The anti-vaccinationist borrowed 
| from a neighbor a suit of black clothes 
| to wear at his wife’s funeral. He kept 
| the clothes in the house a few days be- 
|fore returning them. Shortly after 
| their return their owner took the small- 
| pox, was conveyed to the hospital and 
died there. Since then several houses 
|in the same neighborhood have become 
| infected, and some sixteen cases of 
small-pox have been taken to the hos- 
| pital. 
| —Solitary confinement is being suc- 
, cessfully experimented with in various 
parts of Europe. For this purpose cells 
lof sheet iron are being constructed that 
| are somewhat in the nature of cages. 
Over the door and overhead there is a 
network of heavy wire. A number of 
| these cells are placed side by side in one 
large room of a prison. The inmates 
can see nothing of each other, and no 
conversation is permitted. Youthful 
prisoners are especially subjected to this 
mode of confinement at night and dur- 
/ing other non-working hours, the ob- 
| ject being to prevent the demoralizing 
| influences resulting from imprisonment 
jincommon. This plan is pursued at 
present in Belgium, Italy and Ireland, 
and is to be introduced in Hungary. 
—<Accusations of witchcraft and mal- 
treatment of supposed witches by the 
illiterate country people are still things 
of frequent occurrence in Germany. A 
recent number of the Danziger Zeitung 
tells of an incident of this kind in the 
village of Stangenwalde, where an old 
lone womah was accused of having be- 
witched an invalid widow, because, as 
the latter was driving past the other’s 
hut, her horse suddenly Game to a stop. 
This was assumed to be owing to the old 
woman's occult influence, and to prove 
that the widow’s illness had been caused 
by her. The old creature, frightened 
out of her senses was dragged to the 
widow’s bedside and subjected to vari- 
ous torments to coerce her into expell- 
ing the devil from her victim. This 
mode of proceedure failing, she was 
compelled to inflict cuts in three of her 
fingers and permit the widow to suck 
her blood, after which the invalid im- 
mediately began to feel better. It was 
then proposed to hang the witch, and a 
rope was fastened around. her neck, 
while the crowd beat her about the head 
and face w:th slippers and shoemakers’ 
lasts. She was figally rescued, but in a 
danysreasly injyred condition, 




















HOME AND FARM. 


—Improvements of the right kind do 
not cost any more than those of a wrong 
kind. 

—To remove the odor from clothes 
that have been put away for the sum- 
mer, or fora long time, place a little 
powdered charcoal in the folds of them, 
and all unpleasantness will soon be re- 
moved. 

—The easiest and best way to prepare 
tomatoes for catsup is: First wipe them 
with a clean towel; then place in drip- 
ping-pan and bake them until they are 
tender. Then you will have no difficulty 
in rubbing them through a sieve, and 
will save time by not being obliged to 
cut them in slices and cook for several 
hours. 

—The Dublin Farmer claims that a 
full feed of hay to horses, to follow con- 
centrated food, is wasteful, and crowds 
the latter out of the stomach before 
proper digestion occurs. This authority 
claims that the hay should be fed first to 
avoid the above mentioned trouble. A 
heavy drink of water upon a full 
stomach also operates to push its con- 
tents into the intestines before there is 
proper digestion. 

—Warts may he removed by touching 
them with nitric acid by means of a 
glass rod dipped into it. This should 
be done once a day and the corroded 
part removed by rubbing off before acid 
is again applied. When the base of the 
wart is reached the acid may be Still ap- 
plied until a superficial wound is made 
to the flesh and the skin is wholly re- 
moved. The sore may then be dressed 
with a solution of copperas until it heals. 
—wN. Y. Times. 

—Delmonico Pudding. —A quart of 
new milk, three even tablespoonfuls of 
corn starch dissolved in a little cold 
milk, the yelks of four eggs, six table- 
spoonfuls of sugar. Heat the milk, add 
the sugar, then the starch, and last the 
beaten yelks. Flavor, pour into a pud- 
ding dish and bake in a slow oven (the 
top must not brown) 30 minutes. Have 
the whites beaten stiff, sweeten, flavor 
and spread over the pudding. Return 
to the oven and let it just brown. 


—Summer is the best season for clear- 
ing land, although seldom the most con- 
venient, because the ordinary farm work 
must also be done; and this is just why 
and the only reason for any one ever 
recommending winter as the best sea- 
son for clearing land. Itis very easy 
to get up an excuse for not doing work 
at the proper time, when it is more con- 
venient to do it at some other. By cut- 
ting down brush and trees when in full 
leaf, the vitality of the roots receive a 
severe check; besides, the dry brush 
containing the leaves burn more readily 
than when denuded of foliage. 


—The use of sawdust in mortar is rec- 
ommended as superior even to hair for 
the prevention of cracking and subse- 
quent pealing off of rough casing under 
the action of storms and frost. A house, 
exposed to prolonged storms on the sea- 
coast, had pieces of mortar to be re- 
newed each spring; and after trying 
without effect a number of substances 
to prevent it, the owner found sawdust 
perfectly satisfactorily. It was first 
thoroughly dried and sifted through an 
ordinary grain sieve to remove the 
larger particles. The mortar was made 
by mixing one part cement, two of lime, 
two of sawdust and five of sharp sand, 
the sawdust being at first well-mixed 
dry with the cement and sand.—Ger- 
mantown Telegraph. 


—One of the most ruinous of all the 
economies of the farm is overstocking of 
the pastures, and by the denuding of the

Surplus feed never comes amiss, 
and its presence in a pasture has two 
elements of gain in it, the one of self- 
protection to the grass, and the other 
surplus feed in time of want.

This is obtained when 
we have the cemplemental power in the 
muscles, the greatest leverage from the 
bones, and qualityin the tendons, health 
in the ligaments, and truth in the dispo- 
sition of the limbs. We adjudicate on 
the horse’s hindquarters as a'whole. All 
horses with any pretensions to quality or 
family possess length and straightness 
from the hips to tail. This is especially 

agp and horizontal in the thorough- 

red. 

1. Length from hip to hock is the cri- 
terion both of speed and power; all 
horses of value are ‘‘well let down’’ in 
their quarters, affording increase of 
length and volume in the muscles, pow- 
erand speed accruing. The haunch- 
bone and thigh-bone—the first strong 
and long, the second strong, of average 
length; this naturally varies with breed, 
but in all classes it is most important 
the thigh ‘‘be well let down into the 
hock ;’? muscular development here can 
not. be too “immense.’’ Good gaskins 
afford material help for getting through 
the dirt. 

2. At the articulation of the haunch 
and thigh-bone we find the stifle in sétu. 
A good one, without exception, is high 
up abutting the flank This is the con- 
centration of power in all classes; it is 
a certain sign that the haunch-bone is 
well sloped forward, and that the thigh- 
bone is well carried back. 

3. The hock we have previously de- 
termined on, but as in the forelegs, I 
counsel young beginners to avoid weak, 
ill-defined knees; so here, have a3 little 
to do with horses whose os calsis, or 
point of the hock, is ill-defined. Re- 
member puff and gum is weakness. Se- 
cure hocks that are clean and well de- 
fined. The os calsis contributes lever- 
age; itis evidence both of power and 
speed. The hind cannons, or metatar- 
sal bones, must individually be straight, 
with just a soupcon of inclination the. 
ward. They should be flat and short; 
breadth under the hock here is strength, 
the sign of quality. Feel tendons along 
their course, that the legs, as in the 
fore, are clean in the tendons (broad 
and flat), the sesamoid bones, at the 
upper portion of the fetlock joints, well 
pronounced,
